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storing a new binary file in a location of non-volatile memory, the non- 
volatile memory flagging an old binary file as a currently active 
binary file; 

storing a trial run message in a volatile memory. 

wherein the trial run message identifies the new binary file stored in the 
location of non-volatile memory; 

rebooting the hub; 

if the trial run message is still stored in the volatile memorv T 

deleting the trial run message; and 

operating the hub with the new binary file, and 

verifying proper operation of the hub with the new binary file, and 

after verifying proper operation of the new binary file, 

flagging, in the non-volatile memory, the new binary file as the 

currently active binary file, and 
deleting the trial run parameter.

16. (New) The computer-implemented method of claim 3, further comprising 
if proper operation of the hub with the new binary file is not verified, 
rebooting the hub;

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17. (New) The customer premises telecommunications hub of claim 7, further 
comprising: 

means for operating the hub with the old binary file stored in the first memory 

partition; and 
means for deleting the trial run parameter. 

1 8. (New) In the customer premises telecommunications hub of claim 1 2, the method 
further comprising: 

rebooting the hub; and 

if proper operation of the hub is not verified, 
operating the hub with the old binary file; and 
deleting the trial run parameter. 

1 9. (New) In the customer premises telecommunications hub of claim 12, the method 
further comprising: 

if proper operation of the hub with the new binary file is verified, 
flagging, in the non-volatile memory, the new binary file as the currently active 

binary file; and 
deleting the trial run parameter. 
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
